“However,” said he, “it is not expect­ 
ed that the transcontinental lines will 
favor anything that will assist water 
transportation. 
“The question of waterways is a 
much greater one than is supposed at 
first thought by most people.” con­ 
tinued Mr. Van Sant. 
“ For traffic in 
a country should be north and south 
and not east and west. Take the Mis­ 
sissippi river. 
Wherever the railroad 
and the waterway parallel the water­ 
way always fixes the rate. From Min­ 
neapolis to the Pacific coast, and from 
New York to the Pacific coast, the 
rates are the same, although 
the 
steamers do have to go all the way 
around by Cape Horn, or through the 
Suez canal. 
I have found from sta­ 
tistics that we have been doubling our 
population every 
twenty-five 
years 
since the close of the 
revolutionary 
war. 
If this ratio continues in twen­ 
ty-five years from now we will have 
a population cf 150,000.000 of people. 
Then we will be consuming all 
the 
wheat and other foodstuffs and sup­ 
plies we raise. Then too, we will need 
this great waterway developed to its 
greatest efficiency. 
“The necessity of having the river 
improved is thus imperative. 
Can it 
be done? 
Why, look at the way the 
river Clyde has been developed. For­ 
merly that river had only a depth at 
low water of sixteen inches, now it 
has thirty feet for seventy-five miles 
and floats the largest of vessels in 
the world. 
We are asking only for 
the small sum of $15,000,000 to give 
us a six-foot stage in low water to 
St. Louis from 
Minneapolis. 
This 
seems like an infinitesimal sum when 
it is remembeied that 
France 
has 


manded of her at the close of the 
Eranco-Prussian 
war. 
Holland 
has 
spent hundreds of millions too. This 
money has been well spent and added 
vastly to the wealth and commerce 
of these countries. 
We are going to 
keep up the fight until we succeed, lf 
we win out it will immeasurably bene­ 
fit our country.”
